Crown Attorney Drops Prosecution of 
Douglas 

. Orangeville, Ont., May 30.— The fa- 
mous Orangevilla ease came to a sud- 
den termination today when County 
Crown Attorney McKay announced 
that he had no evidence to put in 
against Douglas, accused of adminis- 
tering drugs causing tho death of 
Lizzie Weils.

Subject to 
first giving to the government power 
of supervision and control, which I 
have advocated above, the law should 
bo amended so that railroads may be 
permitted and encouraged to make 
traffic agreements when these are In 
the Interest of the general public, as 
well us of the railroad corporations 
making them. 

"These agreements should, of course 
be made public in the minutest detail 
and should bo conditional on securing 
the previous assent of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The move- 
ment to regulate railways by law has 
come to stay. The people of this coun- 
try have made up their minds, and 
wisely made up their minds, to ex- 
ercise a closer control over all kinds 
of public service corporations, includ- 
ing railways. Every honestly man- 
aged railway will gain and not lose 
by the policy. The men more anxious 
to manipulate stocks than to make tho 
management of their railroads effic- 
ient and honest aro the only ones who 
havo cause to oppose It. 

"We seek nothing revolutionary. We 
ask for such laws as In their essence 
now obtain in the staid old common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, such laws as 
now obtain in England, 

"Much is said about the Inability of 
railroad presidents to agree among 
themselves as to what policy should 
bo advocated and what plans followed 
In tho effort to work out the prob- 
lems which now present themselves. 
In so far as the law Is concerned, all 
I ask of them Is a willingness to com- 
ply fully with its spirit and a readi- 
ness to move along the lines indicated 
by those who are charged with ad- 
ministering it. Our policy is built 
upon experience, and our primary 
purpose is to insure the future 
against the mistakes and delinquen- 
cies of the past. 

"The great need of the hour, from 
tho standpoint of tho general public, 
of tho producer, consumer and ship- 
per alike, is the need for better trans- 
portation facilities, for additional 
terminals and improvement in the 
actual handling of the railroads, and 
at the least possible delay. Ample 
safe and rapid transportation facili- 
ties aro even more necessary than 
cheap transportation. The prime need 
is for the investment of money which 
will provide, better terminal facill- 1 
ties, additional tracks, and a greater 
number "of cars and locomotives, while 
at the same time securing, if possible, 
higher wages and shorter hours for 
the employees. There must bo just 
and reasonable regulation of rates, 
but any arbitrary and unthinking 
movement to cut them down may be 
equivalent to putting a complete stop 
to the effort to provido better trans- 
portuton. 

"And there can be no question as to 
tho desirability of doing away with 
rebates or any methods of favoring 
one shipper at the expense, of a com- 
petitor. 

"I emphatically believe that positive 
restraint should be imposed on rail- 
way corporations, and that they 
should bo required to meet positive 
obligations in the interest of the gen- 
eral public. I no less emphatically bo- 
lievo that in thus regulating and con- 
trolling the affairs of the railways it 
is necessary to recognize the need of 
an immense outlay of money from 
private sources and the certainty that 
this will not be met without the as- 
surance of sufficient reward to Induce 
tho necessary investment. It is plain- 
ly inadvisable for the government to 
undertako to direct the physical op- 
eration of the railways, save in wholly 
exceptional cases, and the supervision 
and control it exercises should be en- 
tirely adequate to secure its ends and 
yet not more harrasslng than is neces- 
sary to secure these, ends."

PRAIRIE CROP REPORT 



Seeding Practically Concluded 
At Ali Points Along C.P.R. 
Lines 



CONDITIONS ME ALL FAVORABLE 



Dr. Saunders Satisfied With Outlook 
in Districts Which' Ho Has 
Visited 



Winnipeg, May 30. — The reports 
made to the general superintendent of 
the C. P. 11. with reference to tho 
progress made in seeding in the ter- 
ritory tributary to tho lines of the 
company, was received this morning, 
and indicates that all the wheat has 
been sown, that the work of sowing 
the coarse grains has been virtually 
completed and that the weather con- 
ditions under which the seeding has 
been completed could hardly have 
boon better. Following the sowing, 
there has occurred throughout all por- 
tions of the province a most welcome 
rain. Tho ruin was in all respects an 
ideal one, continuing for many hours 
and at no time being so heavy as to 
threaten tho slightest damage. Tho 
general feeling throughout the coun- 
try with reference to the wheat crop 
continues satisfactory. Good growth 
was reported from several parts of tho 
province. 

Ottawa, May 30. — A telegram re- 
ceived from Dr. Saunders, director of 
experimental farms, indicates that 
the crop prospects of the west are not 
a» bad as has been reported . Dr. 
Saunders is now making a tour of tho 
west and will go as far" as the coast 
His telegram Is as follows:

,Ioseph A. Mower by the Society of 
the Tennessee, took place under the 
auspices of that society.

MR. EMMERSON'S STATEMENT 

Story of Montreal Incident Told in 
Witness Box 

Frederlcton, N. B., May 30.— Hon. H. 
H. Emmerson was on the stand today 
and told the story of the St. Lawrence 
hall incident, out of which has grown 
the libel suit against J. Crockett, of 
tho Gleaner. 

Ho told about taking a trip from 
Montreal to Ottawa in 1906. He went 
to St. Lawrence hall at 7.30 in the 
evening to look for Mr. Peters, a 
friend. Glancing over the register he 
noticed the name of the wife of a con- 
stituent and a friend. He went to 
the room and not having had his 
supper invited them out to the res- 
taurant with him; They had their 
supper together at the Oxford res- 
taurant, and he afterwards returned 
to the hotel with them. Their room 
was in the front of the hotel; his was 
In the extreme rear of the building. 
After bidding them good-bye he re- 
turned to his room, smoked a short 
time and then went to bed and fell 
asleep. lie did not know how long 
lie had boon asleep before ho heard 
a knock at his door and opening it 
found the ladies. lie first dressed 
himself and then admitted them. One 
of them was very much agitated and 
stated that they had been insulted by 
a porter and were bound to leave the 
hotel. He tried to (pilot her, but did 
not have much success. Her lady 
friend, whom he had known since 
girlhood, wus not anxious to leave 
ut that hour. 

lie inquired Into the trouble and 
learned from the porter that there was 
no occasion for the lady lo leave. The 
porter partly apologized for the con- 
duct of the other porter. He drove 
the ladies to another hotel, as they 
would not remain. Next morning he 
went to Ottawa with Loin leu x and 
attended 11 cabinet meeting In tho af- 
ternoon. 

Mr. Emmerson said one of tho lady's 
friends he had known since childhood, 
She was a woman of Irreproachable 
character and moved In good society. 
The . ot her lady he had casually met 
in Moncton. He had no Idea that 
the libel referred to these women be- 
ing of 111 repute, He was never 
ejected from a hotel in Montreul in 
his life.

THE CHANCELLOR OF 

THE EXCHEQUER 

From London D;tily Mail 



Mr. Asquith, who as chancellor of 
the exchequer will today tell the 
House of Commons his arrangements 
with regard to the country's millions, 
Is a clean-shaven, young-looking man 
of lifty-iive, with a genius for figures 
and phrases. 

He is one of the dominant personal- 
ities of the House of Commons. He 
compels attention. With the silver 
hair surmounting his mobile, youth- 
ful face, with his strong, full voice 
and his air of invincible confidence, 
he impresses his hearers at. once, with 
a sense of his power and intellectu- 
ality. One" feels his facts are inevit- 
able, and that lo contradict him would 
bo an audacity. 

One of the secrets of Mr. Asquith's 
success Is his tremendous capacity for 
work-. Six hours a day in tho Law 
Courts, six hours at night in the 
House of Commons', is enough to sap 
the vitality from even giants of intel- 
lect. Mr. Asquith has thriven on it. 
Laurels Early Won 

Ills career may be said to have be- 
gun In the City of \ London school, 
where, he once Informed us, though 
he "lulled to grapple with the ele- 
ments of mathematics," ho neverthe- 
less managed to acquire "the habit of 
articulate enunciation." From this 
timc onwards he won such laurels as 
are hold out to" those who aspire lo 
high scholarship and statecraft, At 
Balltol, under Jowett, he gained a 
lirat- class In classics, the Craven 
scholarship, and finally became a fol- 
low of Ills college; then, for a couple 
of years, he took pupils while himself 
reading law, and at the ago of twen- 
ty-four was called lo the bar. 

from that lime onwards his record 
has shown un unbroken lino of suc- 
cesses both parliamentary and foren- 
sic. His political foundations were 
laid in the Eighty club, of which he 
was an original member; and it was 
the energy and ability which he dis- 
played in Ills sphere that first attract- 
ed the notice of Mr. Gladstone. lie 
was always a correct and copious 
speaker, thus combining two qualities 
of orators- whoso conjunction is ex- 
cellent and rare. Ho had always the 
gift of phrase-finding, and many of 
his "mots" are now accepted as cur- 
rent coin at the Bank of Political Con- 
versation, Limited. And he was al- 
ways Infallible, with a good deal of 
commiseration for tho.se whoso self- 
confidence was less than his own; II 
might well have been into his mouth 
that the lute Dr. Wallace put the 
words, "Yoil say nobody is Infallible; 
that is a mistake. I am Infallible— 
on the multiplication table." And all 
these qualities have helDed him. 



His Quiet Self-Trust 

At Hie bur and In the House of 
Commons his Inexhaustible vocabu- 
lary and scholarly mind soon brought 
him to the front as a graceful and 
forcible speaker; his power of phrase- 
making and of trenchant invective 
won for him early a foremost place 
among the favorites of tho platform; 
his quiet self-iiust has preserved him 
from shirking any case however dilll- 
cult, and— how valuable and precious 
is this faculty! — has enabled him to 
appear at "the top of his form" when- 
ever called upon. 

Perhaps his greatest law case was 
the great Parnell commission, in 
which he appeared as junior ' to Sir 
Charles Russell. Since then his many 
victories have been gained in courts 
of appeal, and upon subjects with 
which the lay mind dare not grapple. 
For long we have known him from 
afar as a lawyer of great eminence 
and learning; he Is- more familiar to 
us as a Liberal leader since the day 
when Mr. Gladstone singled him out 
from among his henchmen in 1S02 to 
move the "amendment to the address 
which proved fatal to- Lord Salisbury's 
administration. 

It is said that Mr. Gladstone had 
some qualms about entrusting so 
great a task to so young a parlia- 
mentary hand, for he. knew that if the 
venture proved successful high oflice 
must by custom ho given to the hero 
of the occasion. But ho never had 
cause to regret his choice either of 
tho spokesman on that day or of the 
homo secretary in the succeeding par- 
liament. 

Unpopular With Labor Leaders 

In 1892 he became home secretary, 
and, being a lirm administrator, did 
not always meet with the approval of 
Labor loaders. Determined and in- 
flexible, he was to be neither frightori- 
oil nor cajoled. lie sprang to the 
front as a debater of the lirsl rank as 
the Home Huh.' bill forced its way 
through the House of Commons; he 
fought for Welsh disestablishment and 
local veto with all -the ardor of a tee- 
iotal pirate; lie n.ade more .speeches 
up mid down the country than any 
other member of the government, 
praising the loyally of "our Irish al- 
lies," and littering terrible, things 
against the House, of Lords. 

But at a later period a change came 
over him. and he joined the; little band 
led by Lord Rosebery, whoso appar- 
ent intention it was to draw the 
party away from Homo Rule and pro- 
Boerisui. Afterwards Mr. Asquith be- 
came a protagonist in the great fiscal 
controversy, following Mr. Chamber- 
lain about the country, throwing him- 
self Into the battle with all the zest 
of a. skilled combatant. 

In Lighter Mood 

Mr. Asquith cannot endure bore.-, 
and some of his political friends com- 
plain that lie is occasionally rather 
"superior" in his manner. In roality 
ho is a genial man. wdth it sense of 
humor and a. ready, wit. It was in the 
famous Antl-Gambllng league case, 
when he was arguing the possibility of 
11 certain spot being "a place within 
tli<> meaning of the. act," thai Mr. 
Justice Wright put to him a question. 
"Suppose," said, the judge,' "I were to 
give you an area marked by the meri- 
dians of longitude, would that consti- 
tute a. place lii your opinion, Mr. As- 
quith?" "That, my lord," was Mr. 
Asquith's immediate response, "would 
be merely a matter of degree." 

The lighter side of Mr. Asquith's 
character is from time to time mani- 
fest to his private acquaintances. It 
was In the summer of 1894 that, In 
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company with his political foe and 
personal friend, Mr. Balfour, ho set off 
for a little amusement at Hurl's court. 
Mr. Balfogr had previously been down 
the water-chute, so he took Mr. As- 
quith and gave him the sensation of 
a descent. Their swoop Into the water 
raised a wave which drenched them 
both. The future prime .minister and 
tho future chancellor tit the ox- 
exchequer roared with laughter at tho 
littio adventure. Among other enter- 
prises of tho day was a trip on tho 
switchback railway.

Malls from London bring further 
advices regarding tho proposal for the 
all-British lino of fast steamers to 
Australia and tlio Orient via Canada, 
as 'discussed at the colonial confer 
ence. Tho Morning Leader's report 
says; 

Sir Wilfrid Laurior submitted a re 
solution in favor of tho establishment 
of a new mail service to Australia and 
New Zealand via Canada. His pro 
posal divided itself into two parts, 
one affecting the Atlantic ocean, the 
other affecting tho Pacific ocean 

Ori tlio Atlantic side, tho service 
should bo equal to the existing Ser- 
vice L> Now York; with an equal ser- 
vice there should bo a saving of two 
(lays, as tno difference in favor of 
Halifax was 900 miles. He allowed 
four days on the sea and four days 
across Canada. 

On the Pacific side, the object was 
to establish a service of at least is 
lenots, but this speed must be for tho 
present regarded as the goal, as It 
would be difficult to start Immediate- 
ly with a service of IS knots. The 
cost of tho service would be borne by 
the several contributing governments 
in equitable shares. Canada would 
have to contribute In respect of both 
the shipping- services, as it was inter 
ostod in the maritime trade of both 
sides of tho Continent. 

Australia's Support, 
Mr. DcakliT expressed ills satisfac- 
tion at tho submission of tho proposal 
which tho Commonwealth of Australia 
would welcome even if It only includ- 
ed the part affecting Canada. He 
pointed out that owing to two tran 
shipments the line would be one for 
mails and passengers only. It could 
not become a cargo line. 

Sir "\V. syne observed that tho pro- 
posed route had been advocated 
specially as being the atl-Brltish 
route. He feared n very largo sub- 
sidy would bo required for it. He 
did not think that much less time than 
30 days would be the time occupied 
In reaching Australia via New Zea- 
land. They would have to stop four 
times before reaching Sydney. 

More Speed Wanted. 
Sir Joseph Ward was disappointed 
at the suggested .speed. The timo via 
Vancouver would only be tho same as 
that which thoy had enjoyed via Srrt 
Francisco, vi;:., 27 or 28 days. , If they 
only • obtained a speed equal." to Uhlsj 
they ih New Zealand would, 1 not be 
satisfied. Thoy • provided £40,000 
now, but thoy woi»fd sooner^ give as 
much as £100,000 towards "a swift 
mail servico that would brhig New 
Zealand within 20 days of England, 
but not for an J8 knot service. They 
were willing to give their proportion 
for tho fast service from England to 
Canada, say, between 22 and 24 knots, 
which would bring Vancouver within 
eight days of England. 

With regard to the Pacific service, 
ho admitted that cargo from England 
was not to bo expected, but only from 
the Pacillc coast of Canada. The 
greater proportion of cargo from 
Australia was carried by tramp ships 
Ho felt that a larger subsidy wan 
wanted. But if tho service were to 
go first to Sydney .and then to New 
Zealand, New Zealand would refuse 
to contribute. Sydney must, In his 
opinion, bo the terminal port, and the 
mail steamers would require to remain 
at Sydney for fully a week; to then 
come on to Now Zealand would make 
such a service, not worth a large 
subsidy from New Zealand, whereas 
by touching at a New Zeala.id 
port tlio steamers would remain only 
a few hours, and then on to tlio ter- 
minal port and stay there for coaling, 
overhauling, etc., for a week. 

Question For Experts. 
Mr. Lloyd George expressed Ills re- 
gret that the proposal of Sir A\ 
Laurior had not been put forward ii 
sufficient time to enable His Ma- 
jesty's government to put forward 
their considered views. He pointed 
out that the discussion which had just 
taken place indicated how difficult tho 
problem was, and lie agreed with Mr. 
Deakin that it wan a matter which 
ought to bo gono Into by experts. For 
instance, tho cost of such a scheme 
might prove to be absolutely prohi- 
bitive If a givaf speed were required. 

He thought that the best plan would 
bo for those proposals, and any others 
which might bo pue forward — for In- 
stance, by Australia, In regard to tlio 
Suez Canal route— to be the subject 
of expert Investigation by represen- 
tatives appointed by the homo gov- 
ernment and the governments of tho 
colonies concerned. An important 
consideration would bo the possible 
effect on such a scheme of tho con- 
struction of the Panama Canal. 
Resolution Adopted. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurior was only too 
pleased that New Zealand did not 
consider that his proposals wont far 
enough. But in reply to' Mr. Lloyd 
George ho did not consider that the 
question was on of experts, but a 
question of policy. In deference, 
however, to what ho had said, he was 
ready to amend his resolution to bring 
It Into harmony with his view.' 

The resolution was finally placed

Nanalmo, B. C, May 30.— Inspector 
of Fisheries, E. G. Taylor, returned' 
yesterday from a trip north, having 
visited Comox, Cumberland. English- 
man's river, Little Quamiclian and 
other points. 

Mr. Taylor says it is a great treat 
to ride over the road from Cumber- 
land down to Nanalmo. It passes 
through the finest country In the 
world. The roads are excellent, 
ccpt that where trees were blown over 
last year, they have .not in. some case 
been cut out properly, but a small 
amount jot work would make tliem 
good, and a splendid automobile trip 
would be found, going through from 
Nanalmo to Comox. 

Mr. Taylor went north on account 
of a complaint that .employees of the 
Chemalnus Lumber Co., were using 
,'dvnamltc to break, log jams in tlu 
Little Qualicum and thereby doing 
damage to tho 'llVh.'"- Mr. Taylor after 
investigating tho,' report concluded that 
the company were' not 'doing any harm 
With their explosives, and that the 
fish would suffer very little from tneir 
work. The company has, says Mr. 
Taylor millions of feet of logs along' 
the shallow stream. lie is of tho 
Opinion that a railway is the only 
way to successfully log tho company's 
very valuable limits in that section. 

At Qualicum, Mr Sloan, who was 
with Mr. Taylor on a portion of the 
trip, caught a dozen, four to six pound 
trout in half an hour, splendid gamey 
fish.

They understand I 
that the strike upon the street rail- 
ways places a heavy fax upon the' 
police force and that it is impossible 
to guard all places at all times against 
tlio lawless elements of tlio commun- 
ity. 

"They are fully convinced, however 
that much of the violence to which 
they have been subpectcd is duo to 
racial prejudices and that tlio at- 
tempts which are being made In cer- 
tain quarters, to have it appear that 
the trouble is confined to quarrels be- 
tween laboring men, incidentally In- 
volving the Japanese, are without 
foundation. 

"In support ot this view they direct 
attention to the fact that the Japan- 
ese restaurants have been systema- 
tically annoyed and simultaneously at- 
tacked. Hardly a day goes by, in the 
territory Bouth of Market street, that 
some threatening demonstration is 
not made by roughs and hoodlums 
against Japanese places of business 
that quarter." • 

After giving a number of specific 
Instances of attacks on Japanese res 
taurants between May 20 and May 25, 
the statement continues: 

"Tlio uniformity of these expres- 
sions of hostility to Japan precludes 
tho idea that they are accidental res- 
ults of chance rows between white 
laboring men. They are entirely dis- 
tinct in character from tho acts ,of 
violence growing out of tho street car 
strike, where capital and labor are at 
war. They are clearly an expression 
Of raco prejudice to which the people 
of no other nationality are at' pres- 
ent subjected. 

"Tho Japanese residents of Kan 
Francisco further insist that no pro- 
vocation has been given or Is being 
given for these outrages. They tire 
peacefully engaged in lawful occupa- 
tions, tho right to Which is guaranteed 
to them by treaty stipulations. They 
believe that they are fully justified 
In protesting against acts which place 
their property in Jeopardy and their 
lives in peril, and they denounce as 
unjust such public criticism as attri- 
butes their complaint's to mere cap- 
rice. 

"They simply desire the true facts 
of these assaults bo placed before the 
American people, believing Impllcity 
In the fairness and sense of justice 
of that tribunal, in the meantime 
they sincerely regret tlio necessity of. 
calling tor special police • protection, 
hut believe it wiser to make that de- 
mand now, than wait until some 
overt act of the mob elements shall 
precipitate more serious troubles 
and possibly bloodshed."

THE A-Y-P EXPOSITION 

Tomorrow ground will he broken 
for tho work upon the Alaska-Yukon- 
Paciflc Exposition to bo held in Se- 
attle in 1909. This event Is of very 
great Interest to the whole Pacific 
Northwest, and to no part of it more 
bo than to British Columbia and Vic- 
toria. Tho people of the continent 
have had their attention directed to 
this part of the world during recent 
years to an exceptional degree, and 
there is no doubt that they will come 
in tens of thousands to see what it 
has to show at tho Exposition. Steps 
will, we feel confident, be taken by 
the Dominion and provincial govern- 
ments to see that Canada and British 
Columbia are represented thereat, and 
that tho Yukon is made to appear to 
the. best possible advantage. There 
has never occured a finer opportunity 
for making our country known, that 
is the part of the country in which 
the Colonist is' specially interested. It 
is not too soon to make the prelimin- 
ary arrangements for tho proper ex- 
hibition of our resources. We would 
like to see a special effort made to 
demonstrate what Vancouver Island 
is. Tho governments can hardly be 
expected to do this. What they do 
must bo done for all parts of the 
country alike, but there Is no reason 
why tho cities on the island, the 
various large corporations and 
wealthy private citizens ought not to 
unite In tho preparation of a special 
Vancouver Island exhibit. Victoria 
■will benefit largely by this exhibition, 
because a very large number of those 
people who visit Seattle will come to 
this city. 

COAST PROTECTION 

The programme for coast protection, 
which tho Colonist was able to print 
yesterday morning, is a very excellent 
one. It embraces most, if not all, the 
features for which this paper has con- 
tended. It gives effect to the recom- 
mendations of the Board of Trade and 
City Council. This paper urged these 
matters upon the attention of our rep- 
resentatives as frequently and as earn- 
estly as it was able. There was there- 
fore much satisfaction in being able 



Island could pick up messages from 
vessels out on tho open ocean, or in 
danger of going ashoro on the north- 
ern end of Vancouver Island or tho 
southern part of the Queen Chariotte 
group. The stations at Bamficld and 
Clover Point, which are the only lo- 
calities from which relief can be sent 
to ships in distress or shipwrecked 
people on tho Island coast, cannot 
communicate with vessels actually 
ashoro or with people cast away on 
tho coast. They will only be of ser- 
vlco to vessels which are able to use 
their wireless apparatus , and this 
presupposes that their engines' are 
working. What we think is needed, 
and this does not appear to have boon 
provided, is a series of wireless sta- 
tions at short intervals along the 
coast, to which shipwrecked people 
can go, and from which they can send 
out a call for aid. The station at 
Bamficld will bo of no possible use for 
reporting wrecks on the coast, unless 
tho wreck happens within a short dis- 
tance of Bamficld, and in that case 
tho ordinary telegraph line would bo 
available. Another advantage of a 
number of low-powered wireless sta- 
tions at short Intervals would be that 
they would enable vessels equipped 
with wireless apparatus to determine 
their positions. We are yet in hopo 
that tho government will sec its way 
clear to establishing the minor sta- 
tions referred to. If this is done, we 
think it can fairly be claimed that 
the Island coast will be well protected, 
so for* as it can be in case of ves 
sols being in jeopardy. From time 
to time new lights will be called for, 
but these are simple matters of rou- 
tine.

former materializes, it will bo an im- 
mense gain to the Empire as a whole 
and to Canada especially. If tho ar- 
rangements, which we were told were 
discussed between the British Secre- 
tary for War and the Canadian Min- 
ister' of Militia, secure a fuller appre- 
ciation on the part of Canada of Its 
duty to share in Imperial defence, that 
will be a great advantage. But even if 
these things should come to nought, 
tho Conference cannot be justly called 
a failure, The history of tho British 
Empire, if It teaches any one thing 
more than another, makes clear tho 
lesson that this great Imperial fabric 
has been built up by tho British people 
and not by British politicians. The 
racial tie, tho bonds of tradition and 
of the Common Law, and last but not 
least the universal loyalty of tho Brit- 
ish people everywhere to the Crown 
and all that is thereby implied, are 
stronger than the devices of the best 
statecraft, and as we look at the mat- 
ter the Conference strengthened these. 



THE LATE CONFERENCE 

Sufficient time lias elapsed since tho 
Imperial Conference to enable ono to 
form a fairly correct estimate of what 
was accomplished at it. Distinct dis- 
appointment is expressed by many 
people, and prominent among them Is 
Mr. Deakin, Premier of the Australian 
Commonwealth. Very evident is it 
that Mr. Deakin went to London with 
tho idea that ho was about to take 
part in a gathering, which would re- 
volutionize the Empire. He leaves 
for home after having only contribu- 
ted his share to the advancement of 
those fundamental principles upon 
which the Empire is founded. He 
found the British government wedded 
to Free Trade, and he left the bonds 
qulto as strong as he found therm 
There are no indications of a divorce 
as long as the Campbell- Bannerman 
ministry is in power, and more than a 
little diubt as to the likelihood of tho 
electorate declaring for preferential 
trade when they are next appealed to. 
Hence Mr. Deakin and those who have 
persuaded themselves that Mr. Cham- 
berlain was right when ho declared 
that the basis of the Empire is trade, 
feel that the Conference resulted in 
little that could not, as the Australian 
Premier said, "have been aH well ac- 
complished by correspondence." Tho 
Colonist does not. share in this disap- 
pointment, because it does not give its 
adherence to the principle from which

that it was seeking to embarrass our 
representatives. Our reply was that 
any embarrassment, which might be 
caused by our pressing them to act 
would be trifling to what we would 
cause them, if they did not act. They 
have acted, and tho programme is 
such an excellent one that we gladly 
forego any political advantage, which 
would have resulted from delay in car- 
rying into effect the very strong re- 
commendations which had been made 
by every organization having a right 
to speak in connection therewith and 
by scores of private individuals. 

To the 'Colonist's way of thinking 
there are some matters, which must 
be done by politicians, which by no 
line of argument can be made politi- 
cal until by tlic failure of the people's 
representatives to act a political issue 
is raised. Coast protection is such a 
matter. There are others, but we 
shall only speak of this today. The 
proper protection of the entrance to 
tho Straits of Juan de Fuca is of no 
greater importance to the Liberals 
than to the Conservatives, nor to tho 
people of Victoria than to tho people 
of Canada, nor to Canadians more 
than to the people of the whole civil- 
ized "world. When a ship was lost on 
the Vancouver Island shore, no one 
could say in what part of the world 
there might not he bereavement and 
sorrow. Hence there was no politics, 
but only the dictates of common hu- 
manity in the demand for the best 
protection, which could be provided. 
Whiles there are some other things 
which ought to have been done, what 
Mr. Italph Smith, M. P., was able to 
assure the public through tho Colonist 
will be done immediately, is highly 
satisfactory and will do a very great 
deal towards making the entrance to 
the Strait safe except from such perils 
of the seas as cannot bo guarded 
against. 

Tho weak point of the plan is ap- 
pears to us is in tho application of 
tho system of wireless telegraphy.

That 
at Port Simpson would be of value to 
coasting steamers, which might lie able 
thereby to notify any one of their 
position, but we do not rocnll a single 
instance whore tho ability to communi- 
cate with Port Simpson would have 
been of tho slightest value In case of 
shipwreck.

people of the United Kingdom could 
seo their wuy clear to the adoption of 
such a system as would make prefer- 
ential trade within tho Empire pos- 
sible, It does not assent to the proposi- 
tion that tho Empire is founded on 
trade. If it were, it would have 
fallen to pieces long ago. Our ob- 
servations incline us to the belief that 
this trade idea- is specially popular 
with those who have lately left the 
Mother Country, or whoso fathers may 
have been immigrants. It does' not 
find much acceptance among the de- 
scendants of those people, who have 
been resident in the British Dominions 
beyond seas for several generations. 
To these the Empire is an entity apart 
from all commercial considerations, 
and we venture to say that the ma- 
jority of them will be disposed to re- 
gard the outcome of the Conference 
as quite otherwise than a failure. 

Wo may be asked what we regard 
as tho outcome of the Conference, and 
the question is a proper one. Like 
most things that have contributed to 
the up-building of the Empire, this is 
hard to define. It is something that 
is felt rather than expressed. When 
Lord Dufferln was governor-general 
there was a great deal of dissatisfac- 
tion witli Confederation in all parts of 
the Dominion. British Columbia was 
not tlie only province which was of 
tho opinion that the bargain of union 
had been a bad one. Dufferln made 
a tour of the country. When it. was 
over, it would have puzzled any one to 
say what he had said or done to create 
a better feeling, but ho did create one, 
and tho country Is enjoying the fruits 
of that tour today. So while it may 
be difficult to point out any ono great 
thing that has resulted from the Con- 
ference, except the proposed "All-Red" 
steamship service, there is no manner 
of doubt that the Empire is stronger 
for it. The fact that trade and other 
issues wore discussed was a decided 
gain. Discussion of mutual interests 
is after all the principal thing to be 
aimed at, for it would be unreasonable 
for any part of the Empire to Insist 
that, unless the outcome of every dis- 
cussion was the adoption of its par- 
ticular views, a Conference would be 
a failure. The change of name from 
Colonial Conference to Imperial Con- 
ference marks a decided advance in 
the attitude of the Mother Country to 
tho other self-governing parts of tho 
Empire, and of those parts to each 
other. The moral result of the Con- 
ference has been excellent. As to con- 
crete results, it is a little soon to 
peak with deflniteness. We do not 
know just what the final decision in 
regard to the steamship project or the 
question of Imperial defence will be, 
and, until we do, it would be prema- 
ture to express an opinion. If tho

It Is strange to see u Hue drawn be- 
tween nationalism and patriotism and 
difficult tu conceive of a patriotism tnat 
Is Incompatible with love of one's native 
land. Wo do not question the patrlotimn 
of an Englishman who loves -England 
more than any other part of the empire. 
Why set up a different .standard of pat- 
riotism in Canada'.' There would have 
been no British Empire if the Englishman 
had kept h\a first, attectlons for the Lome 
of his 'ancestors across the sea'; How 
can it ho expected that patriotism, which 
every where is routed in the sol! anil 
hound up with the ties of kindred and 
with local iiciioolntlons shall be directed 
chle-ily toward a country which the patriot 
has never seen? 

In addition to these associations, the 
Canadian Is hound to Canada by the 
chief duties of citizenship. He enjoys 
BOlf-government In the fullest degree — 
self-government uy to Canada, self-govern- 
ment us to the province, self-government 
as to the municipality. In connection 
with nil these he is called upon cunt'uual- 
ly to exercise some duty of citizenship, 
lie has no share In the government of 
England or any other part of the empire, 
lie may mid ought to be Interested In 
the history' oif the United Kingdom and 
India, in the institutions of those couli- 
trlui, uud In the welfare of their people; 
hut It Is beyond his power to know them 
so as to he able to exercise toward them 
the every day duties of citizenship.— 
Toronto Star. 



Automobiles and Roads 

It lis now generally admitted that the 
chief injury to roads by automobile traffic 
Is through the removal of the dust Ihat 
forms a natural protection. The low- 
hanging machinery of the automobile re- 
stricts the space from the top of the road 
to a narrow opening which the rapidly 
moving car transforms into u draft, the 
suction from which removes all loose or 
insecure particles from tho surface of 
the road, very much as a carpet-sweeper 
operates. In discussing the. effect of such 
ai-tion, Tho Good Itoads .Magazine, of 'New 
Vorl; points out that the dust or screen- 
ings top on macadam roads has two useful 
purposes. One I.; to form u cushion to 
protect the second course of stone, tvlucu 
Is tho course Immediately under the 
screenings or flnlshlng surface of the road. 
This cushion protects the underlying 
stone from direct contact with the shoe 
of the horse and the . tire of the wagon.

These stones 
are easily 'dlsfodged from 'Where they 
were embedded, and a fracture Is made 
In the road. The stones thus loosened net 
M an Irritant to the other stones when 
struck by hoof or wheel. Such Injury 
has been apparent on every macadam road 
used for automobile and other vehicular 
IruITle, although the nature of the action 
3lns not always been fully ■understood.

'Now that the Imperial conference is of 
the past and tlie dust of controversy has 
hud time to settle, the wisdom of the 
course pnraucd by the Canadian premier 
becomes more clearly apparent. >Xo one 
can say Unit the circumstances under 
which it convened were altogether favor- 
able so far at least as regards the matter 
nf nil imperial perference. Discussion of 
Ibis subject could not he avoided even 
though the attitude of the British gov- 
ernment had been plainly disclosed In

At Ihe conference he took 
unquestionably the leading place and his 
reputation as an Imperial stilt rum an of 
the first rank has been correspondingly 
enhanced. What added greatly to tlie 
weight of Influence he exerted Is tin- fact 
that, ills line of policy was not. only In 
entire accordance with the sentiments of 
the vast majority of the people of Canada 
but with the .general and particular In- 
termits of the empire and the imperial 
slates. Admission of tlie right of each 
to consider and to determine for Itself 
Whether and to what extent It will act 
upon the recommendations of the con- 
ference was accompanied by an enunllv 
distinct recognition thai the foslor.Trg of 
closer ennimerclal relations through re- 
ciprocal tarltr 'preferences offers the best 
method or consolidating the empire and 
Identifying their common with their pnr- 
tlcnlar Interests. 

From the cabled summary of tho In- 
terviews had with .Sir Wilfrid Diurler by 
the .Paris correspondents or Ihe London 
Standard ami London Dally lExprms, It 
appears that the Dominion premier |g K | v - 
H\i evidence of his hope that Britain will 
yet full Into line with the other British 
states Unit favor the principle or pref- 
erential trade.

Here n,?nln Sir Wil- 
frid Is displaying that same sane Imper- 
ialism which characterized his attitude 
during the session of the conference. The 
Standard's Paris correspondent; had reason 
to acknowledge the Canadian premier's 
confidence In the future of bis country 
ami his loyally to the empire.

Engine For Red Fir Lumber Co. 

•Nanaimo, May 30. — A product of local 
manufacture that is well worthy of men- 
tion is the engine just completed at the 
iNanalmo Foundry, (Tlios. JJobsnn), for the 
two of the lied Fir Lumber Co. The en 
glno will be placed In the new shingle 
mill of the company. It Is the largest 
eii,glue ever turned out in NanaluTo nnd Is 
a credit to the ability of local workman 
ship. 

The engine Is a horizontal make, with 
cylinder 15 in. in diameter by 24 In. 
stroke. The total weight Is over 7,500 
pounds, the driving wheel alone weigh- 
ing 2,500 pound*. It has extra heavy bed 
plates. The shaft Is a 8-inch one. The horse 
power Is one hundred and lift}', livery 
piece of work on the machine was done 
in the foundry. 

The foundry has many orders booked 
ahead for work which, In company with 
the scarcity of labor, keeps the present 
staff pretty well rushed. 

This week a start will be made on tho 
hull of the schooner North which is to 
be converted into a .steamer for tlio use 
ot the local fisheries office. The machin- 
ery, house work, etc., will all be done 
in the foundry.

The prairie people 
have nearly nil gotten the Vancouver 
Island fever and Just as soon ns they 
can accumulate enough of this world's 
goolfi to ensure n comfortable livelihood 
for the rest of their lives, and such Is 
not bard to do In the wheat belt, thov 
turn their attention to the coast anil 
more particularly to Vancouver Island. 
The crops this year, Mr, Wright says, 
will he good, and just as soon as they 
are marketed, the rush to the Island will 
begin. 

Nunnlmo will receive a good share of 
thlH business anil we may expert, ac- 
cording to Mr. Wright, many new coiners 
next fall. 

A well known traveling man said last 
nlgbt that everybody with money is leav- 
ing Manitoba just as rapidly as they ran 
dispose of their IntCreste there, Manitoba 
by reason of Its cllmnto and social life, 
he says, Is a very undesirable place to 
live In. 



A now cannery which should prove 
an additional asset to Victoria, as well 
ns to Duncan will shortly be erected 
at Cowlchan bay. Its fish will bo ob- 
tained from Cowlchan bay. Fishing 
in the Cowlchan river for commercial 
purposed has been strictly prohibited, 
according to an announcement made 
by Ralph Smith, M.P. for Nanaimo, 
who is In the city at present. The 
river therefore will remain the • para- 
dise of the angle? which It has proved 
in the past. By the terms of the 
lease granted the company, it is com- 
pelled to establish a hatchery on the 
river, so that there will be a constant 
supply of sockeye, .steel beads and 
spring salmon. No nets whatsoever 
may be placed' in the river. 

The lease which has been granted 
the new company Is similar to that 
which has been granted the B. C. 
Packing Association on the Xlmkish 
river. It contains a clause which pro- 
vides that the lease must not inter- 
fere in any way with fishing privil- 
eges previously granted the Indians, 
that the latter will lose nothing by 
establishment of the new in- 
dustry. 

l further provision which should 
prove gratifying to sportsmen is that 
taking of steolheads in the river 
altogether prohibited. Spring sal- 
mon must not be taken in the bay 
any year before July 1st. 

inspector Cunningham will shortly 
visit the district in order to inspect 
the site of the new cannery and 
hatchery. . , 

Yesterday Mr. Smith visited Esifill- 
raalt harbor in connection rvitli' tiie 
protest of the syndicate which Is 
establishing oyster beds in the harbor 
against the. location of a saw mill on 
the harbor shore. Mr, Smith states 
that he does not regard Esquimau as 
a suitable place for the establishment 
of oyster beds, as' the industrial de- 
velopment to be expected there, would 
naturally affect the character of the 
oysters. Ho thinks the commercial 
advantages of the place should bo 
conserved. 

Mr. .Smith states that ho knows of 
no rights being granted the oyster 
company by the Dominion govern - 
merit, and be was altogether, unfamil- 
iar with the matter until it -wda 
brought to his attention a few weeks 
ago.

The death occurred at St. Joseph's 
hospital early yesterday morning of 
tho Very Rev. Father George Donck- 
ele, who for the past thirty years has 
been engaged in church and education- 
al work on Vancouver Island. For 
seventeen years' previous to January 
last Father Donckele had . boen In 
charge of the Dominion Government's 
Indian industrial school • at Kuper Is- 
land oh the. east, coast. : At the beginn- 
ing..of. the i'enr he- w.as.-..'it ..his own. re- 
quest relieved of, his duties t,hore, ow- 
ing"" 
ed 

tho parish of St;' Mary's, Victoria 
West.. 'He had been in charge of the 
parish only, a 'few weeks when his ill- 
ness assumed a serious turn and . he 
was taken to, St. Joseph's hospital, 
where it was discovered that he was 
suffering from cancer of tho stomach. 
Sinco February he has not been out 
of the hospital. . • - 

Definite arrangements have not been 
made for the funeral, further than 
that it will take place on 10 o'clock 
on Saturday morning from the cathe- 
dral, where a solemn requiem- mass 
will be sung by His Grace Archbishop 
Odth, . assisted by the Roman Catholic 
clergy of Vancouver Island. Tlio place 
of burial has not yet been decided. It 
is understood that Father Donckele 
somo time ago expressed a desire to be 
buried among the Indians of Kuper 
Island, among whom ho labored so 
long and faithfully. Tho place of 
burial will not bo settled pending con- 
firmation or otherwise, of Father 
Donckele's reported wishes In this re- 
spect. 

The late Father Donckele was born 
fifty-five years ago in Belgium in 
which country he received his educa- 
tion, graduating in philosophy and 
theology from the University of Lou- 
vain. In 1S77, immediately after his 
graduation and ordination he came to 
Vancouver Island. He spent a year in 
Victoria teaching In St. Louis college 
and taking charge of the services In 
tho Saanich missions on Sundays, 
of 200 miles. The trip from one end 
priest who had accompanied Arch- 
bishop Seghcrs to Alaska. On tho re- 
turn of the Archbishop, Father Donck- 
ele was assigned to the Cowlchan 
missions, which included not only tho 
Indians of the valley but also both 
Indians and whites along tho east coast 
and adjoining islands for a distance 
of 200 miles. The trip from one end 
of this large parish to the other used 
to take ten to fourteen days. Father] 
Donckele making the journey in a; 
rowboat. In tho discharge of Ills du- 
ties be necessarily suffered many 
hardships and privations, but his un- 
failing equanimity and cheerfulness 
endeared him to thoso to whoso spiri- 
tual wants he ministered. 

One of the first works undertaken 
by Father Donckele after taking 
charge of tho Cowichan missions was 
the erection .of churches at Quamie- 
ch'an; Cobble Hill, Fulford Harbor and 
Ponnalekuts on Kuper Island. 

In 1 890 the Dominion government 
opened an industrial school on Kuper, 
and in response to a request from the 
federal authorities for somo one to 
take charge of It, Bishop Lemmens 
assigned Father Donckele to the task, 
ono to which ho' was particularly 
fitted. Although a thorough master of 
Latin, French, and Flemish, when ho 
commenced work on Vancouver Island 
It did not lake him very long to pick 
up the language of the Cowichan In- 
dians, as well, as tho Chinook. This, 
with his' knowledge of human nature 
and Indian nature in particular, fit- 
ted hlin peculiarly for tho position of 
bead of such tin institution ns an In- 
dian industrial school. Under Father 
Donckele's direction the school has 
been a complete success anc. tho Dom- 
inion government officials on more 
than one occasion expressed their sat- 
isfaction with the way hn conducted 
things. His retirement at the beginn- 
ing of the', year was very much re- 
gretted not only by th,e' Indians to 
whom he bad endeared himself, but 
also by the government officials who 
had come In contact with him in his 
work.

At that time the Cumberland Company 
a corporation composed of .8 an Francisco 
uu',I London capitalists, spent nearly $200,- 
000 lu opening up the coal mine's here. 
The death of several of the heaviest 
stockholders, and the litigation that fol- 
lowed among the heirs, put a stop to 
the work and since then very little 
lion been done. . Two years ago "a local 
corporation known as .the Hamilton Coal 
& Development Company, purchased the 
entire Interests of the Cumberland Com- 
pany. 

Directly across tho Skagit river from 
Hamilton and within a stone's throw of 
town, lie Coal mountain and Iron moun- 
tain, besides tale, asbestos and other mln- 
orate, are known to exist in them. The 
Iron ore is of a low grade, hut Its ac- 
cessibility and the ease with which It can 
be transported to lido water makes it 
valuable for use in connection with the 
richer British Columbia ore which, the 
operators state, requires the addition of 
a low grade ore. Upon tho prospects 
that all these mines would some day lie 
opened, Hamilton has built up a town 
which Is now prosperous without a reali- 
zation of the dreams of its founders. 
Nevertheless the. news that the Iron- 
dale plant will use Iron ore from this 
point occasions considerable gratification, 
at means another probably big Industry 
for the prosperous and solidly growing 
little town.

"(1) That the B. C. Conference of 
the Methodist church, assembled in 
Vernon, recognizes that the forthcom- 
ing meeting of tho Hague Conference 
is a call of God to the Christian world 
to help in a practical way in advanc- 
ing the Kingdom of God. 

"(2) That we rejoice at this stage 
reached in the drawing together of 
the nations in what is in effect the 
first international Parliament ot the 
world. 

"(3) That we congratulate H, Mi 
Government upon their determination 
to bring tin tit tho Conference tho 
question of tho urrcst in the Increase 
of armaments. 

"(4) That wo earnestly trust that 
universal arbitration on all secondary 
questions not Involving national honor 
may be made obligatory.

ON GARDEN PESIS 



Tent Caterpillars Doing Great 
Damage— How to Get 
Rid of Them 



The Colonist 1ms been urged to ad- 
vocate that some serious systematic 
attempt be made at once to destroy 
the numerous pests which at present 
are attacking the gardens and or- 
chards, the tent caterpillar being par- 
ticularly in evidence and doing great 
damage. In this connection, John 
Lyne, the assistant fruit inspector at 
Vancouver; lias issued the following 
statement: 

"Tlie tent caterpillar is very much 
in evidence just now, busily engaged 
dissecting the leaves at the end of 
the limbs or twigs of some of our ap 
plo trees, and unless taken care of 
immediately will Increase to great 
numbers and do a lot of damage to 
our fruit trees. Perhaps the quickest 
and most effective way to deal with 
them is to take a coaloil torch on the 
end of a long pole, and hold It under 
each colony or bunch of caterpillars 
long enough to singe them. 

"If one is afraid of disligurlng their 
trees by the singeing process, they 
can get a step-ladder and a pair of 
pruning shears and cut off all the 
Iwig.s containing the insects, and dip 
them, into a can of coaloil or burn 
them. The next thing to be done Is 
to thoroughly spray the trees with ar- 
senate ot' lead mixed with Bordeaux 
mixture, the formula and directions of 
which may ho obtained at this office. 
The tents containing the caterpillar 
are easily detected, generally on the 
end of tlie limbs, but sometimes on 
Inside forks and sinus of the tree. Just 
a network of webs full of the little 
hairy fellows, that in a very short 
time will leave their nest and scat 
tor over the tree, where each one will 
select a place to go into a cocoon or 
chrysalis and emerge later In the 
moth form, when it will get busy de- 
positing its eggs for another brood. 

"So you see the necessity for cap- 
turing the little fellows before they 
leave their nests, and also the neces- 
sity for spraying the tree thoroughly 
In order to capture the strays. The 
same spray will be guarding your tree 
against other leaf-eating insects, and 
also against the fungus spot on the 
fruit." 



Is Very Reticent 

In an interview at Vancouver, J. H. 
Plllsbury, resident engineer of the G. 
T. P. railway, who has just returned 
from his Eastern trip, was very re- 
ticent as to any future plans of the 
railway company. "I know how in- 
terested the public are In Prince. Ru- 
pert," he remarked, smiling, "but I 
am sorry I have nothing new to tell 
you. As a matter of fact, if I did 
know anything new. I do not know 
that I would be at liberty to give It 
publicity through the press. 



Important Mining Suits 
Atlin district mining claims and In- 
terests to the value of over a hundred 
thousand dollars directly, and indi- 
rectly perhaps of half a million, are 
represented in two consolidated suits 
begun before Chier. Justice Hunter at 
Vancouver on "Wednesday. The Pine 
('reek 'Flume company is the plaintiff 
in both, and the defendants are the 
Pine Creek Power company, a distinct 
and separate company, and the North 
Columbia Gold Sol; Ltd. Thirty-six 
acres of mining and limber lands are 
involved In the suits, the dispute be- 
ing as to which of the contending par- 
ties has tlie ri gilt "to .enter and work 
the claims. A permanent Injunction 
and damages are sought by Ihe plain- 
tiff against both. D. G. Macdonell ap- 
pears for the plaintiffs, and E. V. Bod- 
well, K. C, for the defendants. 



Delegate to Japan 

In order to represent the organiza- 
tion in British Columbia, the Vancou- 
ver branch of the Y. M. C. A. will 
send its secretary to Japan to repres- 
ent them at tlie great national con- 
ference to be held at Toklo next year. 
The conference will be the largest 
ever held In the world, over twenty- 
live nationalities having announced 
their intention of being represented. 
Last year the conference marked a 
new era In tho work of being an im- 
mense gathering at which every na- 
tion was represented and one which 
aroused enthusiasm even among 
those nations which are not Christian. 
This was proven by the fact that sev- 
eral of the noble.-, of Japan contribu- 
ted large sums to the support and as- 
sistance of the delegates present. 
Marquis Ito alone gave sonic $5,000 to 
the conference, 



Little Danger of Floods 

There is little or no danger of any 
floods on the Fraser river this year, 
according to reports from the Fraser 
valley. The snow will not, as usual, 
melt rapidly on the mountains and 
pour water into the river. Instead tho 
water will be soaked Into the ground 
as the snow was there before the frost 
came, and consequently the ground 
will be very soft and will not allow 
much of the water to rush down the 
river. So far very little rising lias 
been reported along the river and the 
channels at the mouth are in good 
shape and the water is running out 
very fast. Mad it happened that the 
frost had eaten Into the ground lirst 
It Is likely that there would have been 
some serious Hoods this year as there 
Is an unusual amount of snow to be 
melted, but as It is the farmers and 
ranchers expect no serious Hoods this 
spring.

Railway Rates Cut 

The 1 recent action of the Canadian 
railway commission in reducing rail- 
way rates on the Grand Trunk, C. P. 
R. and other roads east of the Rockies 
to a uniform, three cents a mile, has 
effected considerable reductions In 
certain districts, and in connection 
with tho voluntary reduction of the 
Uoston &. Maine, and New York, New 
Haven & Hartford, the passenger 
fares from EJastefn Canadian points to 
Now England towns will be considera- 
bly reduced. The Now York legisla- 
ture has also passed a bill making a 
two-cent rate In that state. This rate 
lias not yet come into oporntion, but 
when It does it will have the effect of 
reducing the passenger fare between 
■Montreal anil New York from the 
present, charge of $10.50 to about $8, 
with corresponding reductions to other 
places in New York state, either on 
the N. Y. ('., D. & If., or Rutland rail- 
way.

The question of providing accom- 
modation for the largo number of vis- 
itors expected during tho summer 
months Is becoming a vital issue. It 
was acknowledged to be a problem, 
needing somo attention, to mako pro- 
vision for tho crowds which come over 
to participate in tho Victoria Pay 
celebration. Had it not been for the 
prompt action taken by the executive 
of the Victoria Development and 
Tourist Association on that occasion 
in making tho Fort street rooms a 
centra of information, it is quite like- 
ly that many would have gone with- 
out lodgings while here. Although H. 
Cuthbert, tho secretary of that organ- 
ization, having established connection 
with the majority of tho available 
quarters throughout tho city, was 
enabled to place most of those who 
mado inquiries, it Is reported that 
quite a few were without beds for, at 
least, ono night of their sojourn in 
Victoria. 

His 'Worship Mayor Morley and 
other civic authorities havo taken up 
tho matter of arranging for the tour- 
ists expected during tho summer 
months, The former, in conversation 
yesterday, asserted that investigations 
had proved conclusively that it would 
be impossible for the hotels and tho 
prlvato boarding houses to cope with 
tho largely increased influx of out- 
siders that might bo expected in th 
near future. It fact it bad been as- 
certained that every establishment al 
ready was full to overflowing. 

"What was to be' done with those 
who might come hero from this date 
until tho close of l he summer sea- 
son'.'" That question opened up 
problem which would have to be 
solved. Ho had 'not as yet come to 
any delinito decision. Ho thought, 
however, that some of tho large build- 
ings might bo converted, if need be 
only temporarily, Into lodgings. There 
was no doubt that tho renting of 
rooms, -or of 'Utes of apartments, was 
a most lucrative business.' And he 
was of tho opinion that nnyone en- 
tering that lino under tho present 
conditions would be well repaid 

Tho Mayor, furthermore, . affirmed 
that there- was undoubtedly a splendid 
opening at present for a modern apart 
mont house. Ho had heard consider 
able in the newspapers and elsewhor* 
in regard to tho projected construe 
tlon of somo such buildings. How 
ever, nothing definite had yet ■ Mm 



of those proposal^' In h,ls qn.Uftipii, and 
according -to .others' who haS^ look- 
ed into the situation and understood 
tho urgency of I hero being sdm* pro- 
vision made for expected vldicors, 
there could be no better investment 
than ono along the lines indlcalvl. A 
building having furnished root: 
single and In suites, would be tilled, 
he was confidont, from tho time it was 
opened. 

His Worship concluded by express 
the hope that the .seriousness of tho 
problem would bo realized in time. If 
this was done tho outsiders coming to 
Victoria this season could be made 
comfortable. Otherwise )i would bo 
Imposslblo to give them ordinary con- 
veniences. Should the problem be 
allowed to solve itself he feared that 
somo of those intending to make so 
journs here would leave with 1 an un 
favorable opinion, and thus the en 
deavors of tlio Victoria Tourist and 
Development Association to mako 
this place a centre of attraction would 
be, to some extent at- least, hamper 
ed. Now that the beauties of Vic 
toria, in every respect, wero becoming 
widespread, and tho trend of travel 
in this direction was increasing, it 
was important that everything pos 
s i bio should be done to overcome the 
possibility of a set-back.

Formerly Lived Here. 

A brief despatch from Vancouver, 
appearing in the Colonist yesterday 
morning was to the- effect that the 
Jury found $5,000 damages again Kel- 
ly Bros. & Mitchell, contractors on the 
new postofliee, In favor of Arthur H. 
Button, who was injured in their em- 
ployment. Mr. Button was for many 
years a resident of this city, lie was 
prominent in labor circles, and at one 
time was a candidate for the legisla- 
ture. Mr. Dutton, the plaintiff, was 
a workman for Kelly Bros & Mitchell 
on the now postofliee building. On 
March 1 a mortar box, weighing sev- 
eral hundred pounds, slipped and fell 
upon him, fracturing his hip. It was 
claimed by .the plaintiff that tho ac- 
cident was due to the failure of tho 
company to uso proper tackling, since 
ordinarily for work of the kind steel 
chains should be used and not manlla 
rope, as In this instance. Further, a 
competent signal man should have 
been employed and the proper signals 
given for raising and lowering the 
box, which was not done in tlds in- 
stance. The defendants entered a 
general denial of these allegations.

FAITH IK ATLIN. 

Placer Miners Say Much Gold Will Be 
Taken Out This Season. 

The last party to come out from 
Atlin before the breaking of tho ice 
arrived in Vancouver on Tuesday and 
is composed of .threo placer miners 
and housekeeper, . Messrs. John Mc- 
Lennan, Arthur Dick, W. 11. Conroy 
and Mrs. Hinchcllffe. They left Atlin 
with two dog teams on May 17, but as 
the ice was already cracking they had 
a rough and risky trip, reaching Ten- 
mile point on May 20. 

Tho members of the party who have 
been sluicing on Spruce Creek say 
that a large amount of gold will be 
taken out tills summer, as there are 
numerous claims there well developed 
and ready_to yield good results. On 
Pino Creek, not far distant from 
Spruce, the operations are more ex- 
tensive, being by hydraulic and steam 
shovel methods. While the develop- 
ment of the Atlin district will bo slow 
according to the opinions of those 
men, they proclaim their faith in its 
mineral wealth, and will return as 
soon as the injured oyes aro restored. 
Mr. McLennan speaks gratefully of 
the kind treatment received from 
Mall Contractor Kirkland at Tem- 
mlle, and from the citizens of Atltn 
on his way down. 



HOODLUMS AT WORK. 

Making Froo With Boats Kopt at 
George Park. 

Tho proprietor of the boat livery at. 
the Gorge park, Mr. Reynolds, has 
been troubled considerably during the 
present season by the acts of irre- 
sponsible parties who mako use of tho 
boats which are left on tile iloat dur- 
ing tho proprietor's absence.

Ho 
will in future spare no pains to fol- 
low up and havo punished any others 
who interfere with his boats.

NORWAY'S ROYAL PARTY

An account was published in these 
columns the other day of a meeting 
between a deputation from the local 
board of fire underwriters and His 
Worship Mayor Morley in reference 
to the local water supply. It appears, 
as a result of subsequent investiga- 
tion, that this was not an official act 
on the part of the organization men- 
tioned. Mr. Lowry, the Rawly- appoint- 
ed secretary of the board, explains 
that Inspector Thompson, of a well- 
known English llro insurance com- 
pany, was the originator of the move. 
He came to Victoria and, as is usual 
with men acting In his capacity, ho 
wished to obtain as clear an Idea as 
possible of tho local lire protection 
system, and what, If any, steps were 
contemplated by the municipality to- 
wards improving the water supply 
and pressure, or of rendering the fire 
department more efficient. He in- 
duced Mr. Lowry ar.d other members 
of the board of lire underwriters to 
accompany him on a visit to the- 
Mayor with this object in view. A;« 
was stated by tho Colonist, His Wor- 
ship received his visitor courteously 
and outlined the conditions briefly 
and clearly, Inspector Thompson leav- 
ing Victoria with a most favorable 
impression. 

In discussing the situation Mr. 
Lowry. while ho does not commit 
himself to any definite statement as 
to tho probable policy of tho board of 
lire underwriters In respect to Vic- 
toria, asserts that there Is no present 
intention to alter the rates, either ono 
way or the other. He supposed that 
everything would depend upon the 
next report submitted from the Vic- 
toria office. "What The purport of that 
would be he could not tell. But ho 
felt safe In saying that if the corpor- 
ation kept a trustworthy brigade in 
readiness in case of emergency and 
continued along the lines at present 
laid down of increasing t he water 
supply at tho earliest possible mo- 
ment, there would be no alterations. 
He was Interested to see how much 
tho new pump would improve tho 
pressure. That experiment would be 
observed closely In order to ascertain 
whether the result cxme up to the ex- 
pectations of those who had favored 
tho proposal, and who were principal- 
ly Instrumental In having the pump, 
obtained. Although a comparative 
newcomer, he imagined that its ef- 
fect, generally, would ho most benefi- 
cial. 

It was Mr. Lowry's desire that it 
should be understood that the board 
of underwriters were holding out no 
threat to the citizens of Victoria. That 
was not the attitude assumed. If he 
was permitted to use what was some- 
times considered a legal term, lie 
would say that tho question of changes 
in rates was In statu quo. And he 
would go further affirming that if 
conditions In regard to tho water sup- 
ply and the pressure were found to 
bo good, and, if the city kept pace In 
this respect with the constant growth, 
tho schedule would remain as It was. 
However, as lie had said at the out- 
set — and he did 'not make the remark 
in order that It could bo construed 
Into a threat — practically everything 
depended upon the character of tho 
reports submitted to headquarters. 

Mayor Morley, speaking of the 
situation yesterday, asserted that with 
tho addition of the new pump the 
pressure would he much Improved, 
lie did not think that there would he 
any such lack of water as had pro- 



vailed in previous years. In this con- 
nection he paid a high compliment to 
the local firo department. "After all," 
he remarked, "practically everything 
depends upon nipping the firo in tho 
bud. If t'ne Hames are caught at their 
earliest stages there is no difficulty 
in getting them under control. Other- 
wise the only way to avoid tho entire 
city being swept away Is to take tho 
same action as was adopted by tho 
desperate citizens of San Francisco, 
during the recent catastrophe. They 
destroyed jyhole . blocks of buildings 
in order to stop the progress of the- 
leaphng conflagration. What is most, 
needed, therefore, is a brigade always 
ready , to respond to an alarm," and I 
think I am right In saying that our 
local firo fighters are exceptionally' 
quick in getting away. Why, in most 
cases, tho notes of tho bell have 
scarcely died before the engines, the 
hose reels and other paraphernalia are 
in the. streets and on their way to the 1 
scene of action." I ' 



By the recent death of Rev. Simon 
M'Gregor, M.A., late minister of Appin 
Scotland, an interesting chapter of our 
church history was closed. The Pres- 
byterians in Nova Scotia In the early 
days suffered from the lack of a suffi- 
cient number of ministers to carry on 
the work. In the early fifties a move 
niont was made to get hold of the "lads 
o' pairts" and send them to Scotland 
to be educated for tho ministry. The 
first selected were John Cameron, 
George Grant, Simon M'Gregor, and 
James McMillan. Events proved that 
the selection was a wise one. Grant 
and Cameron were prepared, and well 
prepared, at the famous Pictou Acad- 
emy that preceded the present Dal 
housle University and Pine Hill Col 
lege. MacMillan and M'Gregor, being 
older, enjoyed tho advantage of private 
tuition. Principal Pollock writes, "I 
remember that In 1S53 M'Gregor and 
MacMillan came regularly to read 
Latin with me, which wo did sitting 
under the cherry trees In Squire Eras- 
er's garden." Tho quartette crossed 
the Atlantic, entered tho University of 
Glasgow, and very soon took good po- 
sitions there. Grant was not only first 
nun in connection with all his classes, 
but foremost in tho public life of the 
students. There were many bright 
young men at that time in tho Uni- 
versity — Henry Campbell, now Camp- 
be! 1-Bannerman, tho premier, James 
Bryce, ambassador to the United 
States, Sir Robert Giffen, tho two Mac- 
lcods, Norman and John, the lato sher- 
iff Vary Campbell, Craik, Abercromby, 
and many others who have since filled 
high positions, hut it is only the truth 
to say that Grant was tho best known 
among his fellow students, and was 
best remembered by. them in his after

LABOR IN SAN FRANCISCO 

Strikes Havo Seriously Diminished 
Chance of Employment 

San Francisco, May 30.— Labor 
Commissioner W, V. Stafford has 
submitted this report to Governor 
Gillett: The San Francisco Musl- 
sians' union has a membership of 900. 
At this time fifty are working regu- 
larly, the majority of the members In 
the union taking turn about for this 
employment. Of about (1,000 clerks 
and salesmen in retail stores 2,000 
are out of employment, and those that 
are working get two days off weekly, 
some with and some without pay. 
There are 12,000 ironworkers, 2,000 
car men, 500 phono girls and 1,500 
laundry workers out on strike. Ten 
thousand men of the building trades 
are out of work through strikes, lack 
of material and kick of money. Three 
hundred laundry wagon drivers arc- 
out of employment as a. result of the 
laundry workers' strike. Up to a 
month ago architects took till drafts- 
men who could speak English and were 
glad to get them. Now there are 
four or five applicants in every office 
dally and no work to be had. The 
restaurant business is cut in half and 
the help diminished proportionately. 
Four thousand laborers on the street 
railroad work are laid off. They walk 
the streets in droves. looking for 
work and congest the employment of- 
fices.

I well remember tho first time I saw 
him. We junior students, let loose 
from our morning class, wore rushing 
out furiously at tho front gate. Sud- 
denly we collided with a man carrying 
a largo basket of eggs on his head. Ho 
and his basket wero thrown down, the 
eggs broken and scattered upon the 
pavement. Tho poor man looked at 
them in dismay. Many of us stood and 
laughed at his sad plight. Just then 
a fair headed student, older than most 
of us, was entering. Quick as thought 
ho addressed us, "Boys, this Is fun to 
you but no fun to this man; ho has got 
to account for the value of the eggs or 
probably lose his situation." Then 
tossing up his sixpence, ho' caught it 
deftly in his cap and held it out for 
contributions. The result brought glad 
ness to the poor man's heart. I wit 
Headed many such scenes, but not one 
that showed more clearly the quality 
of generosity and courage which was 
so characteristic of Georgo M. Grant. 
It was easy to discern in these early- 
days that ho was destl-ned for a great 
career. 

The others also gained prizes and 
were prominent members of tho vari- 
ous students' societies. The Nova 
Scotlans formed no small factor of 
the university life. .M'Gregor, inherit- 
ing the blood of generations who had 
dwelt amid tho Highland mists, was 
the poet of the fraternity; Cameron, 
tho humorist; MacMillan, the philos- 
opher; and Grant the all-round man 
of affairs. 

The four were licensed by the Pres- 
bytery of Glasgow in 1860 and return- 
ed to Nova Scotia. Cameron was 
settled as minister of Dundee in On- 
tario. Returning to Scotland after- 
wards he became minister of Camp- 
belltown, and finally of Dunoon, where 
he died live years ago. M'Gregor's ex- 
perience was more varied. He spent 
ten years in Nova Scotia, and twelve 
years as minister of St. Andrew's 
Church, Victoria, B.C. He also re- 
turned to Scotland, and after short 
periods at Fort Augustus and Glencoe 
was minister of Appin for ten years, 
retiring in 1902. MacMillan began 
and ended his career — about ten years 
ago — In his native colony. He was 
the first to pass over to the majority. 
Grant spent all his after days In Can- 
ada, with the exception of occasional 
visits to Scotland. He had charge of 
a congregation In Prince Edward Isl- 
and, from which lie was soon called 
to the pastorate of St. .Matthew's 
Church in Halifax, the most prominent 
church In the Maritime Provlnces.1 
Here lie remained until he was

Tho asterisk before Hie letter signi- 
fies that the vessel is built of heavier 
plating than the rules require, and a 
Maltese cross signifies that the ship 
was built under special survey. 

Lloyd's has also abbreviations for 
the wood of which ships are built, 
such as: A, ash; BB, black birch; Bh, 
beech; C, cedar; Chs, chestnut; E, 
elm, and so forth.

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GREAT INDIAN RUNNER 
MAY VISIT VICTORIA 



Tom Longboat Arranging for Tour 
to Coast With ilfa sh the 
Winnipeg Athlete 



Victorians may have an opportunity 
next fall of seeing- Tom Longboat, the 
great Indian distance runner of Cale- 
donia, Ont.r who recently distinguish- 
ed hlmsolf by winning the Boston 
Marathon race, and regarded by east- 
ern critics the finest long dlsance 
runner in America. In a letter to the 
sporting editor of the Colonist, F. 
Nelson Smith, of Winnipeg, manager 
of John Marsh, the St. Xorbert, Mu.n., 
runner who gave Longboat the hard- 
est contest of his career last fall In 
the Hamilton Herald road race, states 
that he purposes bringing both Long- 
boat and Marsh on a tour of Western 
Canada and he would like to include 
Victoria in his itinerary. The pair 
are about matched to run In Winnipeg 
this summer at a monster athletic 
meet being organized there, and if 
the Winnipeg match is consummated 
the trip through tho west will follow. 
A sliver trophy worth $250 has been 
offered by a Winnipeg enthusiast for 
the race there and the indications are 
that the match will be made. Marsh 
has agreed to meet the Indian again 
and is now in training for the event. 
Longboat has announced his willing- 
ness to give Marsh another chance 
and it is very probable that he will do 
so. 

Mr. Smith has been In communi- 
cation with prominent athletic men 
in various places throughout Western 
Canada and he states that he has met 
with favorable responses from most 
of them. He Is arranging for a tour 
to include Portage la Prairie, Bran- 
don, Moose Jaw, Regina, Calgary, Ed- 
monton Nelson, Vancouver and Vic- 
toria. Offers of trophies from a num- 
ber of these cities have been received 
for match races between Longboat 
and Marsh at various distances up 
to 25 miles. The pair will also likely 
go against time. 

Marsh finished about H-. minutes 
behind Longboat at Hamilton but he 
was stricken with cramps in the leg 
In that event and did not show his 
best. The Hamilton course Is over 19 
miles long and it was his first race 
over twelvo miles, too, and he thinks 
he can beat tho Indian in another 
trial. Marsh and Longboat present a 
striking contrast in running togs. 
Marsh is short and stocky with the 
build of a prizefighter, while the 
Indian is tall and rangy with very 
little if any superfluous weight any- 
where about his body. 

A Vancouver paper has this to say 
about Longboat's proposed trip to the 
coast: "Tom Longboat, the great In- 
dian distance runner, who recently 
won the Boston Marathon, America's 
greatest athletic event, and who . is 
hailed as the greatest runner the 
world has ever known, Is coming to 
Vancouver to give an exhibition in 
September. Negotiations have been 
quietly under way for some time be- 
tween the Athletic club and the In- 
dian's manager, and as a result Long- 
boat will be seen in action here, lie 
will probably give a series of exhi- 
bitions on the local track or run 
around the Park for a world's record 
and his work will be done <n con- 
nection with the big athletic meet 
which will be held under the auspices 
of the Vancouver- athletic club in 
September. Many will remember tho 
interest taken in Will Sherrlng's run- 
ning at Brockton Point, and as the 
Indian is much faster than Sherrlng, 
the exhibition should be far more in- 
teresting, it, is likely ilhat lb of ore 
Longboat reaches here he will have 
added manv more victories to his al- 
ready numerous list."

ADVICE FOR VISITING 

AUTOMOBILE OWNERS 



Victoria Motor Club Issues Circulars 
Containing Rules of the Road 
and Other Instructions 



At a recent meeting the Victoria 
Motor club decided to have circulars 
printed containing advice for the 
benefit of visiting automobilists. The 
circulars will bo placed in the hands 
of the steamboat owners and customs 
Officers, to bo given to the visitors 
on landing. The circulars contain 
the rules of the road in British Col- 
umbia and are as follows; 

In order to avoid confusion and 
possible accidents the Victoria- Motor 
club directs attention to visiting mo- 
torists to rules of the road in this 
province: 

L On meeting a vehicle coming to- 
wards you keep to the left. 

2. On overtaking and passing a ve- 
hicle going in Hie same direction as 
yourself pass on the right. 

3. Drive always, whenever possible 
(except as specified in clau.se 2), on 
left hand side of street or road. 

Tho British Columbia automobile 
laws read as follows: 

Visiting motorists are advised to 
comply, at once on landing, with pro- 
visions of tho "Brltisn Columbia, Mot- 
or Regulation Act," which provides 
that all automobiles must register 
(cost $2). Registration can be 
effected in Victoria at office of sup- 
erintendent of provincial police, court 
house. The police department, in 
addition to the certificate of registra-

MARIECHEN UNSEAWORTHY. 

Say Insurers in Action Brought For 
Insurance on Flour Cargo. 

Tho voyage of the steamer Marie- 
chen started in December last, which 
resulted so disastrously, is still the 
subject of law suits in many courts, 
both in the United States and Ger- 
many. Tiie steamer was wrecked at 
False Bay, Alaska, and abandoned as 
a total IwSS to the underwriters by the 
owner. The underwriters refused to 
consider the vessel a total loss, and 
made a contract with the B. C. 
Salvage Company for the salvage of 
the vessel, which was raised by til 
steamer Salvor's crow, paid $37,500 for 
the work, and brought to the Esqui- 
malt dock, where the rusted hulk was 
turned over to the owner, who sold it 
for $5,000, which w-ns not: enough to 
pay the dockage bill. Tho steamer 
was ultimately sold to J. A. Moore at 
Scattlo and was being scrapped when 
she sank In Seattle harbor. 

Before United States District Judge 
Van Fleet and a jury in the United 
States Circuit court at San Francisco 
on Tuesday, tho suit of the Barncson- 
Hibbard Company against tho St. 
Paul Fire & Marino Insurance Com- 
pany, to recover $5S,500 on a policy 
of insurance'on a cargo of flour, was 
begun. The Hour was shipped on tho 
steamer Mariechcn.

LOCH GARVE ARRIVES 

British Ship Comes to Victoria from 
Honolulu — Will Repair Here 

Tlio British ship Loch Carve arrived 
yesterday after an uneventful passage 
of 30 days from Honolulu in ballast 
under charter to load lumber at 
Chemalnus. Capt. Clements, mate of 
tho vessel, brought her from the isl- 
ands, he having assumed command 
following tho dismissal of Capt. 
Ritchie, who was dismissed from the 
ship following an enquiry held at 
Honolulu into tlio grounding of the 
vessel. Capt. Wiley, who was sent 
from England by the owners, took 
command of tho vessel on arrival. It 
is expected sho will be hauled out to 
be surveyed and will probably be re- 
paired here. 

On arrival at San Francisco from 
Honolulu, on route to England, Capt. 
Ritchie said he was going to Eng- 
land to appeal from the decision of 
the board of inquiry. He said that 
R. L. Clements, who was mate of tlio 
Loch Garve, bribed the crew with 
liquor to testify falsely. Cle- 
ments, he alleged, tried to run the 
ship ashoro on tho island of Maui a 
few days prior to the stranding and 
Clements had tho deck when tho Loch 
Garve did go ashore. Clements, ho 
asserted, was ambitious to be master 
of the vessel. In addition to filing 
his appeal, Captain Ritchie will prefer 
charges before the British board of 
trade against his former mate. 

Capt. Clements, on the other hand, 
says these alegations are untrue.

Company Decides 
to Equip Its Steamers With 
Apparatus. 

Tho C. P. R. Steamship Company 
has decided to oquip Its steamers with 
wireless apparatus, the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company lias equipped ono 
vessel, tlio President, and is about to 
equip others, and now tho Northwest- 
ern Steamship Company announces 
that its fleet is to be equipped with 
wireless telegraphic apparatus. John 
Rose'ne, president of the company, 
said: "If tho United States govern- 
ment would Install wireless stations 
along the Alaskan coast, no that our 
vessels could report their passing and 
these reports could be forwarded to 
the company, we would not hesitate 
a moment In the installation of a 
wireless system on our vessels. 

"I believe tho government has a 
station at Tatoosh Island, and one at 
Safefy Bay, Alaska. It Is probable 
that we could use these stations to 
transmit our reports, but the stations 
nre too far apart. Stations should bo 
installed at Unimak pass and at 
Dutch harbor, so that vessels enter- 
ing Behrlng sea could report to those 
stations and reports bo transmitted to 
tho mainland and be cabled to the 
owners. Should a station bo estab- 
lished at either of these places, wo 
would install a wireless system on 
our vessels Immediately.

ANCHOR RECOVERED 

Mudhook of Schwarzenbek Rescued 
From Ooze of Fraser River 

Tho Gorman ship Schwarzenbek al- 
most lost an anchor and chain valued 
at $1,500 before being towed to sea. 
Tug Cllvo endeavored to pick up the 
mudhook, and with the assistance of 
the snagboat Samson It was finally 
recovered. The dive's crew had al- 
most succeeded In picking up the 
anchor on one occasion when it fell 
again. Just as a line was being at- 
tached to it, the heavy chain slipped 
and immediately disappeared in tlio 
river, dragging one of the crew of the 
Cllvo with it. Tile man soon came 
to the surface, and was pulled on 
board by his shipmates. Several more 
attempts having been unsuccessful, 
owing to the weight of the chain, it 
was decided to call in tho Samson,

anchor hauled up on tho deck of tho 
big boat. 



TAN JONG PAGAR DOCK 

Manager of Noted Singapore Concern 
Tells of Its History 

James Seelar, manager of the Tan- 
Jong Pagar dock, of Singapore, was a 
passenger from Hong Kong by the B. 
M. S. Empress of India, lie said 
that his company has grown enor- 
mously. Before tho Suez canal was 
made Singapore was a busy port for 
sailing vessels and tho semi-circu- 
lar quay brought in much revenue. 
The Tanjong Pagar Dock company 
had a little dock on a comparatively 
small arm or channel' on the east of 
the basin, at which they stored a small 
quantity of coal for tho requirements 
of any chnnce steamers. The arm 
was quite suitable for steam boats, 
but too small for tho safety of sail- 
ing vessels. When the Suez canal 
was oponod It wns found necessary 
to enlarge the dock, nnd little by little 
the company brought up the neighbor- 
ing water frontage along the chan- 
nel, and at tho present timo there Is 
at least two and a half miles of dock- 
age, fpur dry docks and two separ- 
ate repair shops. Two years ago ex- 
propriation proceedings were begun 
by the government and tho concern 
was taken over for $2S,000,000 (Mex- 
ican). 

Mr. Scllar slntes that tho govern- 
ment will run tho docks they have 
acquired nH a strictly commercial con- 
cern. For tho purchase of the dock 
plant from tho old companv they 
have floated a loan of $50,000,000 
(Mexican) and intend to. carry out a

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PROTECT CANADIAN HORSES 

New Rule Passed by Clydesdalo Horse 
Association 

\t a special meeting of the Clydes- 
dale Horse Association of Canada, held 
the King Edward Hotel, Toronto, an 
important amendment was made to the 
rules governing the registration of Im- 
ported Clydesdale fillies and stallions. 
It reads as follows: 

"That imported, Clydesdale males and 
females bearing registration numbers 
In the Clydesdalo stud book of Great 
Britain and Ireland, whose sires nnd 
dams together with their sires and 
dams aro also recorded and bear regi- 
stration numbers in such stud book, 
shall be accepted for registration in 
the Clydesdale stud book of Canada, 
arid this amendment shall como into 
for co on the first day nf July 1 007" 

Tho object of tho amendment Is tn j 
protect Canadian farmers and horse j 
brooders. A great many Clydesdales 
are imported from Great Britain, many 
of which are eligible for registration 
but have no recorded dams. It some- 
times happens that even where tho 
-1 ins were eligible! for registration the 
Scotch breeders have not gone to the 
trouble to register them and therefore 
the Canadian buyer has no way of dis- 
tinguishing between plain and fancy 
bred horses, although lie generally 
pays enhanced prices for them because 
they ar? imported Many of tlio im- 
portations are inferior, tint depreciate 
Canadian-bred horses which may real- 
ly be superior to them. Therefore the 
above amendment has been passed. It 
does not -como into force until July, in 
order to enable those who have Im- 
ported horses to wee to their registra- 
tion before the new rule comes into 
force.

The appointment of track offic'ai.l 
for tho Victoria Driving Club raci 
meet at the fair grounds on June 20th, 
21st and 22nd whs not marie at the 
meeting of the club hold last evening 
at the Drlard hotel, but was referred 
to a committee, which will report at 
Hit next meeting to be held on Friday 
ovening. The committee consists of 
D. E. Campbell and J. EL Smart. 

Much business was transacted at 
last night's gathering, however, and 
the preparation for what should easily 
prove the finest race meet ever held in 
British Columbia were advanced con- 
siderably. There was a splendid at- 
tendance of members and much en- 
thusiasm was displayed. The secre- 
tary read communications from num- 
erous horsemen who purpose racing 
here, indicating that there would bo 
an exceptionally largo entry list. A 
subscription Hst to defray the ex- 
penses of the meeting was opened, 
and the members present subscribed 
$f.00 on the spot. Today an earnest 
canvas will be made of tho ei.ivjns in 
an effort to secure tho rermlning 
funds. The subscriptions will bo 
taken on the joint stock company 
basis, and there Is every reason to 
believe that the committee appointed 
to look after this work will meet 
With a cordial "reception on their 
rounds. No difficulty is anticipated 
in raising the $3,000 required. 

A deputation was appointed to 
wait on the city council to ask that a 
half-holiday be granted for Thurs- 
day, June 20th, the opening day of the 
meeting. There is already a half- 
holiday for grocers on that day, and 
it only means the closing o?*thc other 
retail establishments. 

It was announced that through tho 
courtesy of G. L. Courtney, local 
agent for tho C. P. R„ a single faro 
had been arranged lor on tho C. P. 
R. steamers from Seattlo and Van- 
couver for the races. The rate will 
be good from midnight of June 19th 
to Sunday, June 24th. The rato will 
be subject to the approval of the other 
steamship companies, and they will 
likely follow suit. The single fare 
will also apply to the Esquimau & 
Nanaimo railway. With the reduced 
rato of transportation It is confidently 
expected by the club that the attend- 
ance at tho races will bo the greatest 
in the history of the sport in Vic- 
toria as the excellent nature "of .tho 
programme and tho prospects for big 
fields will prove a sterling drawing 
card. A transportation committee 
consisting of D. 10." Campbell, W. C. 
Moresby and D. R. Ker was appointed 
to look after the arrangements. 

There will be plenty of music dur- 
ing the race meeting. Besides the 
local band It is proposed to secure a 
band from Seattlo for Saturday, June 
23rd, the free-for-all clay, when a 
monster, excursion from over the 
border Is expected. A music commit- 
tee will look after this matter, the 
committee consisting of J. E. Smart, 
J. Anderson and W. Jackson. 

In order that there may be no dis- 
satisfaction over the starting of the 
running races it was' decided to pro- 
cure a starting gate of the latest ap- 
proved design. The barrier will bo 
secured at once, and an opportunity 
given the local trainers to school their 
horses. 

There are now 33 horses at the fair 
grounds in training for the race meet.

CHINESE WOMEN JOIN 




Lady Missionary Speaks of Inter- 
esting Changes in the 
Celestial. Empire 



5 for the province of British 
ia, from tho first day of May, 



Tho suffragette movement has 
reached China. Such is tho announce- 
ment made by Mrs. (Dr.) J. Creasey 
Smith, who arrived on the Kagu Mum 
from the Celestial empire, where -she 
has spent the last three years. 

Mrs. Smith states that this year 
at San Yuen, the chief commercial 
city of the inland province of Shcnsi, 
a conference of Chinese women was 
held in the interests of the movement 
to do away with footbindlrig. The 
conference was purely spontaneous. 
It was not originated by the mission- 
aries, nor were the Christian Chinese 
the prime movers in it. The wives 
and daughters of the leading officials 
of the province initialed the project. 
Such a move on the part of Chinese 
women is altogether unparalleled in 
the annals of the empire. 

"In Uho province of Shensl," re- 
marked Mrs. Smith, who remained in 
China when her husband was Invalid- 
ed home two years ago, "tho mission- 
aries have been greatly aided by the 
attitude assumed by the fang cluing 
of the province, whose position by in 
the Taolstlc sect would correspond 
with that of an archbishop In an 
I episcopal church In England. He 
has been a consistent friend of the 
missionaries. He has met them on 
common ground. He has attended re- 
ligious services held by the Christ- 
ians, and has even led in prayer to 
the "Venerable Old Heavenly Grand- 
father," which is the Chinese name 
for God. His prayer was always for 
more light. He and the missionaries 
are on most friendly terms. It was 
no uncommon thing for him to cull 
on us and to broach some question 
which lie did not quite understand, or 
to ask for the Interpretation of sonio 
passage In tho scriptures which pre- 
sented difficulty to him." 

Mrs. Smith, who Is young and good 
looking, and who looks none the worse 
for her three years In the supposedly 
unhealthy climate of China, is a 
Chlnophile. She believes that the 
prejudice which exists in this coun- 
try and oilier western nations comes 
as a result of Ignorance of the real 
Chinese. 

"I'm afraid," she remarked, "that 
you do not know the real Chinese here. 
They are all honest- kind and good 
natured and polite. Indeed politeness 
Is the national virtue. They are in- 
telligent and cultured." 

Mrs. Smith discussed the national 
system of education, which nt least 
cultivates the memory. The student is 
required to commit to memory long 
passages from the classics. 

"In spite of this," said she, ' the. 
average Chinese has a power of rea- 
soning altogether out of proportion to 
the education which he enjoys. Our 
Chinese students master trigonome- 
tery and the mysteries of the calculus 
and propound questions which put 
Girton and Oxford students at fault. 
11 is really surprising." 

In San Yuen, moreover; - a girls' 
school has been established by the 
Chinese women altogether apart from 
Christian influence. Tho curriculum is 
confined to Chinese subjects as yet, 
but the success of the school has been 
Instant. It is largely attended by 
officials' daughter,-.. These arc the 
aristocracy of the country. 

When Dr. Smith left his hospital in 
tho province of Shensl, he left to the 
care of his wife thirteen orphans. Five 
of these are now self-supporting, some 
of them school teachers, one of them 
an evangelist and drill master in the 
college established by the province: 
another a dispenser. The others arc 
sliil at school. 

Mrs. Smith states that the ordin- 
ances against opium smoking are 
bound to result In good once they 
arc properly enforced. 

"While it is beautiful to see the 
fields of poppies in bloom, It is tcr- 
rlblo to think that all the best land 
of the empire is given up to the cul- 
tivation of the opium plant. Apart 
front the immediate good which the 
new ordinances will give, the fact that 
tens of thousands of acres of the best 
land in t'hina will now be open for 
the cultivation of wheat is an Immense 
advantage. It will do much t pre- 
vent famines and will tend to dis- 
courage the provincial spirit which is 
exhibited so strongly in the Celestial 
empire.

TO PREVENT SMUGGLING 

Reservation Established Along the 
U. S. and Mexican Boundaries 

Washington, May 30. — President 
Roosevelt has issued a proclamation 
creating a reservation 00 feet In width 
along the entire northern border of 
Mexico, including the states of Cali- 
fornia and the territories of Arizona 
and New Mexico. The purpose of the 
reservation Is declared in the presi- 
dential proclamation to be the suppres- 
sion of smuggling across the Interna- 
tional line. 

Private entries in the line of the 
projected reservation and such por- 
tions of It as are needed for roads, 
tire reserved from the operation of the 
order. Since the abolition of Ihe old 
"zona llbre," or free zone, between 
Mexico and tho United Ctates, it has 
been found Increasingly difficult to 
prevent smuggling across the bound- 
ary, hence the presidential proclama- 
tion.

"I was up in the Klspiox country 
this spring," said the doctor, "and am 
naturally interested in anything that 
tends to throw light on the vexed 
question' of the route of the northern 
line. 

"During my trip to Winnipeg I 
came into contact with several peoplo 
who should know all about the line, 
and, from what I heard, I feet suro 
that' important changes are contem-. 
plated. For one thing, tho Yellow 
Head pass will, in my opinion, bo 
abandoned. 

"There is no question about Princo 
Rupert as a terminal point. That can 
be taken for granted. My information 
is to tho effect that the road will not 
touch at Hazelton at all. From Prince 
Rupert the line will run back from 
the Skecna, but following- <ho anmo 
general direction into the Klspiox val- 
ley. Here tho Bablne river will be 
crossed and tho line run east, crossing 
tho Driftwood river, and striking tho 
Parsnip river at a point near tho 
Flndlay Rapids. Thence the survey 
proceeds to tho Peace river, and so- 
on to Edmonton. 

"A report on this lino is already in 
the hands of tho .company, and tho 
opinion of tho surveyors is that this 
route is far superior to the Yellow 
Head pass. It would open up the 
grandest country that is to be found, 
in Canada. No man who has not vis- 
ited that section can have any adequ- 
ate idea of tho lino climate, and won- 
derful resources to bo encountered on 
every hand. The induence of tho Ja- 
pan current is felt in the warm winds 
that sweep over tho country In tho 
shape of chinooks, cutting off tho 
snow, and making possible the pro- 
duction of many things that could not 
be grown much further south. 

"Tho new survey is a practical fol- 
lowing of tho old Indian route as 
shown on Hudson's Bay company's 
maps." 



FIGHTING FOREST FIRE 

A Serious Outbreak on the North Arm 
of the Fraser. 

Vancouver, B.C., May 20. — between 
a hundred and twenty-live and a hun- 
dred and fifty men are today engaged 
in lighting an immense fire which Is 
raging on the east a-nd '.vest of the 
Cemetery road, between the southern 
limit of the city and the North Arm of 
tho Frasor River. Some of these men 
are employed by tho C.P.R., others by 
tho Government, but tho majority are 
residents of tho locality, men engaged 
in cutting cordwood and shingle bolts 
and employees of the rock quarry at 
Little Mountain. 

It is estimated by Provincial Timber 
Inspector John Murray that fully fif- 
teen thousand cordw of wood and bolts 
are threatened by tho flames, and al- 
ready some of this wood has been con- 
sumed. As (he wind Is from the west 
today the fire is driving away from 
tho points where most_of the wood 
lies, and it looks this afternoon as if 
there would bo little loss among tho 
wood plies. Almost all of tho wood 
lies on C. P. R. property.

FIFTH REGIMENT 



Active Preparations— Small Al- 
lowance Made for Rations 
by Government 



Arrangements arc now in full swing 
for the annual training of members of 
tho Fifth Regiment. Ah lias been 
stated previously in these columns. In- 
structions have been received calling 
for a sixteen-day camp. This an- 
nouncement was made pome weeks 
ago, and over since the ranks of the 
corps have been to somo extent agi- 
tated by the preparations In progress 
for tho period which will bo spent 
under canvas on Maeaulay Plains. 

While the majority of tho men' are 
looking forward to the outing as an 
event which will enable them to ob- 
tain a fuller knowledge of military 
discipline and also a pleasant sojourn 
in a delightful locality and with con- 
genial companions, they aro dissatis- 
fied with tho provision which Is be- 
ing made for their comfort and con- 
venience by tho government. Ono In 
authority In militia circles, discussing 
the situation, said: "The military 
authorities seem to have such faith In 
tho atmosphere of Victoria that they 
think tho healthy young man can exist 
on half rations. That is the only in- 
ference to be drawn, unless it is ex- 
pected that they shall provide for 
themselves, despite the fact that they 
aro on military servlco during camp 
Just as much as tire tho regulars 
stationed constantly at the barracks. 
It lias always been a matter of con- 
siderable difficulty to make tho allow- 
ance of 35 cents per head cover tho 
cost of all the provisions and inciden- 
tal expenses of camp, and with the 
Increaso in tho cost of provisions this

year, no contractor could be induced 
to undertake it under '15 cents." 

He went on to affirm that having 
been brought fo.ee to face with such a 
situation application was made forth- 
with to the Ottawa authorities for ai 
additional allowance of 10 cents. 
"Now", ho continued, "what will yoi 
think when I tell you that the response 
was to the effect that only 5 cents 
moro could bo granted ? Imagine, In 
British Columbia under the present 
conditions, only 40 cents allowed to 
purchase two square meals a day for 
hard working men and youths. It 
simply means that eacli man, or, per- 
haps tho company associations, will 
have to supplement the amount out 
of their own pockets. It is scarcely 
necessary for me to point out to any 
Intelligent person that '10 cents is an 
impossible sum to keep tho averag 
individual, living in the gloriously free 
Canadian West, in health and good 
spirits. And, by-tho-way, that 1b the 
manner In which members of the mill 
tla must be maintained in order that 
tho camp may be as beneficial as de- 
slred. V?o must do more than allay 
tho keenness of the appltlto — wo must 
make them feel contented, ready and 
willing to enter into the training with 
zest necessary tor t lie purpose of. 
raising the standard of the efficiency 
of the corps to that level at which 
wo aro continually aiming, namely, to 
the premier place among similar Can- 
adian organizations. 

Yesterday an officer of the Fifth 
Regiment In referring to the prepara- 
tions for camp said : 

"The arrangements of camp will be 
much as usual, except that each year 
tho strings of discipline are to be 
drawn a littlo tighter, and this year 
oven more attention will be given to 
those few men who absent them- 
selves from camp without satisfactory 
reason. 

Excuse is always accepted fur sick- 
ness or when men arc really required 
by their employer, but it Is desirable 
that ail employees should give their 
men a little moro latitude than usual 
for the next few weeks. And It Is ex- 
pected that members of the Regiment 
will cancel all private social engage- 
ments during the camp. 

it is probable that pickets will be 
every evening bri duty in different 
parts of town on tho look out for ab- 
sentees from drill, who will bo sum- 
marily dealt with. 

Referring to the difficulty in the 
manning of the Work Point, It. has 
long been a matter of discussion In 
regiment as to how long the govern- 
ment are going to iccep up tho farce 
of trying to maintain an efficient force 
at this station With tho present con- 
dition of the labor market, which will
